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As Prince Philip approaches his 90th birthday, his mantra that tradition and change are not mutually 
exclusive is worth repeating. He says “Change does not change tradition, it strengthens it. Change is 
a challenge and an opportunity, not a threat.” 


On the 2nd of February, a major storm caused a “snow day”. It brought us almost to a standstill for 
the first time in my seven years here. Virtually every local pupil and colleague who lived anything 
less than adjacent to the campus simply had to stay put as the weather forecasters blasted out bul- 
letins of record-breaking “stay at home” doom. It gave a much-needed day to pause and take stock, a 
sudden respite in the 24/7 world we all inhabit, festooned with Blackberries and labour saving tech- 
nology which somehow has the reverse effect and speeds up our world to act in ever decreasing cir- 
cles. 


Today’s Ridley should be all about communicating a multiplicity of different opportunities. Of 
course we can always do a better job of this and there is much vital work to be done on further con- 
nection both through the traditional media, like this Tiger, and through the social networks. 


Our present day school is a mélange of 30 to 35 nations in any given year. Our boarding base cele- 
brates this diversity. At Chapel, some 16 different faiths co-mingle as the Chaplain juggles an ecu- 
menical balancing act bestriding belief through doubt to unbelief, from the life-enhancing base of 
Ridley’s Anglican tradition. Canadian at the core, and that really is what everybody comes here for, 
we reach out across the frontiers, a vital multi-national entity in southern Niagara. That is who we 
are in 2011 and it is vitally important to our local economy. A recent survey estimated that Ridley has 
a high level impact generalizing initiatives which bolster the economy and employment. Since 200 
Ridley College’s construction and renovation added to this by increasing spend- 
ing by $25 million and employment by 182 jobs. 







Today’s school is in great heart. The student body and the faculty mix 
extremely well. There is a natural relaxed yet positive atmosphere. All 
are proud of their successes and this year there has been a major up- 6 ais 
surge in athletic achievements. More than that, the arts thrive. There is eee 2 
a strong Choir both numerically and qualitatively, outstanding drama 

and a regular turnout of splendid artistic creativity as exemplified by the 
student work which rotates regularly in the School House first floor hall. 
Add to this another promising year of robotics and interest in the technical 
side of life and there is further evidence of the balanced opportunities afforded 
to our student body. Creativity is certainly at a high point. 











All of this was recognized by an external visiting team of educators. In early November Ridley was 
evaluated by SEA+L (Standards of Excellence And Learning, Canada). In Headmaster Packard’s time 
this rigorous standard of measuring schools saw Ridley become one of the founding members of an 
organization dedicated to assessing the quality and thoroughness of good practice. Every seven 
years a team of experienced educationalists from across Canada spend three days looking at the 
school and seeing if it matches up to an internal report (910 pages of it in our case!). It is an exhaus- 
tive process. At the end of it, a detailed analysis goes to the Board and is available to the community 
as a whole. 





The very experienced group who visited us noted that we are forging ahead and have made great ad- 
vances since they were last here in 2003. We were strongly commended in nearly all areas, with par- 
ticular praise for the teaching and learning aspects, for athletics and the arts and for residential ite. @ 
The harmonization of our day and boarding programmes was exalted as the benchmark to which 
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@..: schools should aspire. Recent appointments of faculty were commended for bringing en- 
thusiastic and dedicated teachers to Ridley. Equally, our facilities were singled out for high praise, 
as was the Board for having realigned itself. 






All of this was seen against a background of transition, with the recommendation that we cannot 
look back. There are significant challenges ahead with profound change in the balance and demo- 
graphics of the student body and a markedly different economic climate. Ridley’s Board and Ad- 
ministration were encouraged to keep looking forward and to respond decisively to the challenges 
of the age. 





New initiatives will be needed. There is every belief that Ridley’s timeless traditions can be pre- 
served but, for the school to be great, we have to be aware of contemporary opportunities and to 
embrace the best of these. One such feature lies in the introduction of the International Baccalau- 
reate as an extra string to Ridley’s curric- 
ular offering. Further on in this Tiger 
there is a rationale for broadening our 
vision to provide the International gold 
standard of good education, the IB 
Diploma programme, as an alternative 
to the Ontario Academic Curriculum in 
Grades 11 and 12. Pupils who follow this 
route will still be accredited with an On- 
tario Secondary School Diploma. How- 
ever, it will open up their world to a 
wider range of global opportunity. 






So, with an alumni/ae base which in- 
cludes substantial numbers of Old Ri- 
dleians across the globe, over 600 in 
Hong Kong for example, Ridley will con- 
tinue to provide its balanced programme 
whilst offering this challenge of connec- 
tivity to a world class education. As the SEA+L Report suggests this needs “the wholehearted sup- 
port of all constituencies”. They recommended that “the school move swiftly to make a decision 
regarding its future strategic academic programme’ and that “it clearly articulates what is cur- 
rently unique about Ridley’s academic programme and communicate this value added message 
broadly to all constituents”. These are early days in the process of looking towards the continued 
provision of the broadest and most far reaching opportunities which befit the Ridley environment.

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Young Ridleians Respond to Need in Haiti © 


A grade two social studies project has resulted in Mrs. York-Ireland’s class lending support to those 
in need in Haiti. 


In September, the class was investigating communities around the world. After 
much discussion it was decided they wanted to learn more about Haiti and do 
something to help. After researching the country, the culture, the earthquake, the re- 
cent flooding and cholera outbreak, the young students choose to support the Red 
Cross/Red Crescent organization. This charity was chosen because the students 
liked the long-term weather proof shelters 
they were building for Haitians. The Red 
Cross also allowed the Ridley students to 
create their own fund raising page. 









Once Mr. Milligan gave permission to fund 
raise, the class made a “To Do” list - 
posters, webpage and a powerpoint pres- 
entation for the Lower School assembly. 
The students’ goal was to raise $200 and, at 
the time of printing, they have collected 
over $300. As well as recognizing the diffi- 
culties day-to-day living in urban Haiti 
must be like, the grade twos wondered 
what it would be like to live in a tent city 
and on December 3 eight tents of various 
sizes were crammed into the grade two 
classroom with a tarp hung from the ceil- 
ing. Throughout the day the students had 
their lessons, ate their lunch and played in 
the tents while those not in grade two vis- 
ited the classroom to see what was going 
on. Not only did these young students learn new skills while working on this project, they learned a 
new word - benevolence. 





New Harkness Tables 


In the summer, Ridley installed two 
Harkness tables in classrooms in the 
newly renovated Stanley history wing 
and one in the English department. 
Harkness tables were developed in New 
England in the 1930s as a method of con- 
ference and communal teaching 
whereby the whole class is involved. The 
teacher and students discuss and debate 
while sitting together at the table. The 
oval design allows everyone to see each 
other’s eyes and, therefore, encourages 
engagement and discourages passivity in the learning process. The purchase of the Harkness table 
is a testament to Ridley’s commitment to innovative learning.

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A Case for the International Baccalaureate | 


Following nearly a year’s discussion and research of the potential of the Inter- 
national Baccalaureate, the Ridley College Board of Governors voted on the fol- 
lowing motion at the meeting of February 11th, 2011: 





RI D L EY “The (IB Sub-Committee of the Board) unanimously recommends to the Board 
of Governors that the school be granted permission to begin delivering the IB 
Diploma in September 2012. The rollout process for this should follow a ‘grad- 
ual pilot’ process. And, the model for implementation should initially follow a ‘two-track model’ (OSSD + 
IB).” 


The motion was passed unanimously. Consequently, Ridley will embark upon the gradual introduction 
of the Final Year’s Programme, more commonly known as the Diploma Programme. This will take place 
in addition to and alongside the Ontario Academic Curriculum in Grades 11 and 12. Its progress will be 
continually evaluated and it is seen as a chance to strengthen the undoubted academic potential for the 
school. 


Any decision such as this is not taken lightly and a considerable degree of communication will be forth- 
coming during the start up process. 


The International Baccalaureate (IB) is the fastest growing school curriculum and exam system in the 
world. It is a truly international pre-university diploma. It sets the tone for young people to become ef- 
fective, successful and honourable global citizens. This it does by shaping the ideas of an aspirant gen- 
eration who are destined to run the world in the next four decades. Across the globe great schools are 
adopting the IB as something genuinely multi-national. It provides students with a global academic Ce 
credential. However, it is much more than that, because it helps them become good world citizens in 

their own individual way. 





Bringing in the IB in a gradual way will allow students to make the choice to do it or to remain in the 
Ontario Academic Curriculum. It is universally recognized as something excellent and it adds to the 
firm foundations established in the OAC. The IB represents optimism balanced with a certain realism, 
so that the needs and aspirations of all students can be taken into account. It can be done by students 
across the intellectual spectrum, so long as they are committed to organizing themselves and working 
hard, two professional habits we endorse already, as we prepare them for university. Certain aspects of the 
programme give them an ideal base for this vital step in life. For instance, the 4,000 word extended essay 
gives students a chance to explore a “passion” of theirs in depth. Since it is carried out over an eight to 
twelve month period it is akin to writing a university level essay whilst being supported by a faculty advisor. 


Academically, mathematics and languages are mandatory through to grade 12. Hence, students main- 
tain literacy and numeracy and will be far more marketable having become proficient in at least one 
other language. Beyond that, the “creativity/action/service” (CAS) are criteria which already fit into our 
existing co-curricular and boarding programmes. Interestingly, around the world, with English having 
become such a dominant central language the learning of other languages is at a premium. Numbers 
studying Spanish and Chinese have increased marginally but they are far outweighed by the decline of 
traditional European languages such as French and German. It is fundamental for languages to be ap- 
preciated in a world where mutual respect is ever more important. Whilst technology continues to ad- 
vance, it is still essential to make yourself understood in another language or country. This character 
forming trait demands skills of listening and observation; a positive affirmation of culture achieved 
through the teaching of the International Baccalaureate. 


In giving students a better understanding of how they learn and how others learn, the theory of knowl- 
edge course (TOK) enables them to examine their own learning style, as well as those of the great © 
thinkers — writers, artists, scientists, social scientists and engineers. Such insight fulfills the goal to cre- 

ate a more aware, tolerant and inclusive sort of student. 
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e. promotion of critical thinking, examined to a rigorously 
consistent standard, is universally respected by the best schools 
in the world. Ridley graduates will be able to possess both an 
Ontario Secondary School Diploma and an IB Diploma. As 
such, they will have a passport for admission to top pro-

grammes and schools both in Canada and around the globe. 


Introducing the IB promotes an environment which will 
attract future talent, both in the faculty and the student body. 
Our core aim is to promote both academic and “all round” 
excellence. 





This 
reaffirms its traditional mission and heritage whilst adding new pedagogies, to maximize the best 
possible chances. 


Finally, the inclusion of the IB will prove to be fun. It will invigorate and make the next generation 
soundly accountable in an age which respects such criteria in all businesses and schools. Being a 
school which is truly internationally representative, the addition of the IB enhances Ridley’s quiver of 
opportunities in promoting rigour, resourcefulness and respect. In thinking globally our pupils will de- 
velop a powerful interest in world harmony. The same point applies to professional opportunities for 
our faculty. The IB curriculum provides a set of critically important building blocks which will add to 
the next chapters of Ridley’s history.

Norman Chung ‘12 - A Term in the Veld 


Last spring I was given the opportunity to study abroad for two months in the Rainbow nation, 
South Africa. From waking up within sight of majestic mountains just a few kilometres away from 
you, to the nationwide fervour for the sport of rugby, there was never a dull moment. Initially, I had 
been a bit doubtful about the exchange's length; how much would I really gain during sixty days? In 
hindsight though, I can honestly say that this exchange has had more of an impact on my life than I 
could ever have imagined, allowing me to immerse myself in a different culture and to learn about 
its people. 


What makes an exchange successful? From what I have seen and experienced so far, I can comfort- 
ably say that the relationship between the student partners is crucial. When I first arrived in South 
Africa, I felt isolated, surrounded by people and things completely foreign to me. My exchange part- 
ner, Jack Nebe, didn't meet me until my second week in South Africa, yet after only four months of 
knowing each other, he has become as close a friend as anyone could ever hope for. From my first 
official rugby game to safaris at his farm in Namibia, Jack and his family helped me feel right at 
home in just a matter of weeks. 
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Qe I graduate from Ridley and move on with my life, I know that many of my memories of life at 
“Ridley will be lost, both the good and the bad. But of all the memories I will keep, I know that I will 
never forget those sixty days I spent in the Rainbow Nation.

A strange country. Four months. Nothing familiar. New experiences. 


This is what an exchange boils down to. You remove yourself from your comfort zone and put your- 
self into a totally foreign environment. I decided to trust myself and dive into the exchange experi- 
ence a year ago. In retrospect, this decision has been the most beneficial and enriching choice I 
could have possibly made. 


I met my exchange student, Norman Chung, seven months ago at my school in Cape Town. We im- 
mediately created a strong bond and his time in South Africa passed too quickly and before I could 
fully comprehend the fact, I found myself in Canada. I immersed myself in the experience and 
tried to fill every moment of my time in Canada with something to do, telling myself that an oppor- 
tunity like this was very rare and that I should cherish it and use it to its full potential. I think it is 
safe to say that I have managed to do that but to quote the Canadian singer/songwriter Nelly Fur- 
tardo ‘All good things come to an end’ and my time in Canada has come to a close. 


As my departure date looms closer and closer I think about my exchange. From where | stand now, 
I can't believe that I actually had to make the conscious choice of whether to go on exchange or 
not.

The former cattle farmer whose Richmond Hill “Pumpkin Patch” farm market became the biggest 
operation of its kind in the 1990s to sell only Ontario grown produce is a staunch supporter of buy- 
ing local. Today, Bill along with wife Marilyn, are owners of Southbrook Vineyards in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. So driven are they to promote Ontario and Niagara to the world 
that Bill organized a “Seriously Cool” Chardonnay tasting in May 2010 at Canada House 
in London, England. This event bought Chardonnays from 22 wineries in Niagara and 
Prince Edward County to prove that the Ontario white wines can hold their own on the 
world stage. It was met with rave reviews. 












Perhaps it was his first attempt at making wine from jam while at Ridley that later led 
him to producing wine. It was not uncommon for Ridley boys at the time to use their 
novice chemistry skills to make wine from local vinifera. It involved “borrowing” 
some grapes from the nearby Jordan and St. Michelle winery, mashing them up, 
adding some sugar and letting them ferment in a sock or jar in your closet for a few 
weeks before sampling. The end result was usually a fruit fly infestation and a lot of | 
explaining to do. | 





After graduating from Ridley, Bill attended York University for a few years and 
studied science — but he was not happy. So, like many others, he took a break from 
his studies and travelled Europe where he met the love of his life in England. Once 
back in Canada he enrolled at the University of Guelph in the agricultural school. 
Next came some cattle/cash cropping and in 1983 the Pumpkin Patch farm mark 
began. In 1992 he began buying Niagara grapes producing wine with the help of a® 
local wine maker and the early days of Southbrook began. 
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y 2004 Bill and Marilyn had made the decision to build a winery in Niagara-on-the-Lake. They 
Orne a 75-acre parcel of land that had been partially planted and began planning. They 
wanted a building that was energy efficient, one that made a statement and had as low an impact 
on the environment as possible. The result is an award wining LEED Gold pavilion designed by ar- 
chitect Jack Diamond. 


The pavilion at Southbrook is set back from the road and the first thing you notice is a 200 metre 
long periwinkle stuccoed wall. The building is oriented to the vineyard; a single entrance on the 
west wall and the glass walls on the east bring in natural light. Reflecting pools at either side of the 
entrance are fed by roof rain water and all of the waste water is treated on site. The winery uses 
biodynamic agriculture methods in their vineyards. Emphasis is placed on the integration of crops 
and livestock (Bill has a herd of sheep that graze the vineyard), recycling nutrients, maintenance of 
the soil, and the health and wellbeing of crops and animals. 


Most of the sales of his wine are through the store on site, with about forty percent of his sales 
through the Liquor Board of Ontario and many fine restaurants featuring the Southbrook label. 
His limited edition Poetia wines are of particular interest. 


In 2005 when Bill and his wife were transforming Southbrook Winery into Southbrook Vineyards 
they spent some time deciding “who” Southbrook was and who they wanted to be. Using arche- 
typal analysis, they discovered that their truest identities are those of The Lover and The Creator. 
This revelation has influenced much 
of the decision-making and design 
sensibilities that led to the Poetica 
concept. 


Poetica wines are not made every 
year. When the vintage excels, they 
select one white and/or one red to 
become Poetica. The poetry on the la- 
bels is drawn from the work of a wide 
cross-section of talented Canadian 
poets and reflects, in some way, a love 
theme. The wine honours the poem 
on the label, and the poem honours 
the wine in the bottle. 


Bill will continue to be an advocate 
for Ontario grown produce and 
wines, for organic practices and to 
support the arts through his wines and he hopes someday to see his dream of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake planted in grapes to be realized.

and Murray’s current art project was born: word maps. Murray visits neighborhoods in Toronto 
and spends time gazing at all the different signs that appear. He then takes the words from the 
signs and places them - instead of street signs - on a map. If the word crops up frequently in one 
area the text is made larger. He does not use corporate names because he does not like free ad- Ce 
vertising and feels that people get bogged down with enough corporate names. 





A recent article in the Toronto Star has sparked more interest in his work, but before that there was 
word of mouth and the virtual world that kept business coming in. The e-mails he receives from 
people about his work inspire him to work harder, although he says working hard is something 
that was embedded in him from his time at Ridley - that and wearing a tie! Murray is a traditional- 
ist at heart — he'd like to see the Faces Book come back to Ridley; he doesn’t use a computer to cre- 
ate his maps; and his dream job is to illustrate book covers for Penguin 
Publishing — yes real hold-in-your-hand books! 


He is happy with his current work as it is satisfying his desire to cre- y try 
ate esthetically pleasing art that speaks to people: “I like it when sus

When Sophie Kallinis LaMontagne ’96 and 
Katherine Kallinis ’98 opened their cupcakery 
in 2008 they had no idea that they would have 
their own TLC reality show, let alone appear on 
Oprah to share their recipe for champagne cup- 
cakes. But for these two Ridley grads their real- 
ity is far surpassing their dream. 


In 1996, Sophie graduated from Ridley and was 
off to Princeton; from there she began working 
in venture capital in Boston. Katherine went 
on to Marymount University in Arlington and 
eventually moved back to Canada to work at 
Gucci in Toronto. But the dream of opening a 
bakery was never far from their minds. “It was a 
very difficult decision for us to quit our jobs be- 
cause we both loved our careers. We also had 
no experience in running a bakery. Neither of 
us went to pastry school or had ever worked in 
the food industry, so our families thought that 
we were crazy.” 


While you might think finance and fashion are 
a far cry from flour and frosting, the sisters 
ave been baking their whole lives and credit 
eir grandmother for introducing them to 
cupcakes. “We both loved baking with our

grandmother and had always dreamed of run- 
ning a bakery together - ever since we were 
young. Our grandmother was a huge influence 
on us growing up and baking was a huge part of 
our childhood. We were very passionate about 
it. We decided to take the leap and just go for it 
since we didn't want to spend the rest of our 
lives wondering "What if?" Entrepreneurs tend 
to have an "entrepreneurial spark" inside of 
them and we both had that spark and desire to 
start our own business.” They opened the doors 
to their Georgetown cupcakery in February of 
2008 — Valentine's Day to be exact - and before 
they knew it they had a line-up spilling out the 
door (the line-ups continue to this day). It was 
a surprise to the sisters who expected to bake a 
few cupcakes and hopefully pay the rent, but 
it’s safe to say they have far surpassed that goal. 


They have opened a second location in 
Bethesda, Maryland; their cupcakes are sold at 
Saks Fifth Avenue, and are also being shipped 
throughout the United States. On an average 
day 5-10,000 cupcakes are baked at each loca- 
tion. The flavours of their cupcakes will make 
your mouth water: lava fudge, pumpkin spice, 
honey banana, lemon blossom, mint cookies 
and cream...I could go on and on. There are 17 
flavours offered daily and 72 over the course of 
the year. The most popular flavour of them all: 
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Red Velvet. As for the creators of 
these tasty treats - what is their 
favourite? For Sophie it’s Choco- 
late Hazelnut and for Katherine 
it’s a toss-up between Peanut 
Butter Fudge and Salted 
Caramel. 


One day a television producer 
entered their cupcakery and 
shortly after that TLC came 
knocking, offering the two sisters 
a reality show, “We were totally 
on board — and thought it would 
be a great experience. We love 
meeting all of our fans and we're - _— 
excited to be able to share our experiences in running our business with viewers at home. We 
think people like watching our show because it really shows what it is like to run a bakery with 
your sibling — the good, the bad, and the ugly! It’s a fun, family-friendly show and hopefully it in- 
spires other people to not be afraid to follow their dreams and start their own business.” 





The stress of running their business and shooting the show does not weigh on the duo because 
they know they have each other as well as their mother’s support. “It’s great because you can be 
totally candid and honest with each other and you don't have to worry about hurting each other’s 
feelings. We're all very close and we can pretty much say anything we want to each other!” The 
sisters have always been close. “We thought it was hilarious that at Ridley we were voted as one 0 
the “Best Couples on Campus” because we used to be inseparable...We did everything together in 
high school - and now, years later, we work together and spend every waking moment together!” 


With all their success Sophie and Katherine have not forgotten Ridley’s motto —- Terar Dum 
Prosim: — since the opening of “Georgetown Cupcakes” they have donated hundreds of thousands 
of cupcakes to local and national charities. “This holiday season, we were able to donate 10,000 
cupcakes to the troops serving overseas in Iraq and Afghanistan. The photos and thank you e- 
mails we received back from the troops were so heartwarming and we were so happy that we were 
able to do it.” So, what is next for the dynamic duo? Season two of DC Cupcakes premiered on 
February 25th on TLC and, perhaps, cupcake shipping to Canada? (I hear it is in the works!)

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The Governor General’s Medal by Paul £. Lewis 






Canada’s third Governor General, Lord Dufferin, created the Governor 
General's medals in 1873. They are awarded on a marks only basis to 
the student graduating with the highest average from a Canadian high 
school, college or university program. They are presented by the 
institution itself on behalf of the Governor General and come 
without any monetary addition. The medals for high schools 
are bronze in colour. 





The Ridley archives is fortunate in having four of these on 
display. The first was awarded to Alex Snively ’00 and bears 
the image of Lord Minto. The second was awarded to 
Schuyler “Mickey” Irvine ’15 and bears the image of the Duke of Connaught. The third 
was given to John H. O’Flynn ’28 bearing the Lord Willingdon image. The fourth bears 
the image of Lord Tweedsmuir and was awarded to Bill Foulds ‘36.

Three times in the past, the Governor General has presented the award. The MOGI 


first was in June 1918 when the Duke of Devonshire attended Prize Day. 

H. B. Meyer ‘18 was the recipient. The second was in 1950 when Viscount 

Alexander was the guest of honour at the opening of the Great Hall and 
Schmon Infirmary. That award went to Robert Johnstone ’50. The third 
occasion was in 1989, our Centennial Year, when Governor General 
Jeanne Sauvé presented the medal to Serena Wong. 


Considering how these types of medals get lost over the years, 
to have four of them from various Ridley families is truly re- 
markable. To have a complete set from all of our Governors 
General would only be a dream. The four in our collection 
are on display for current and future Ridleians to enjoy see- 
ing. Each medal is unique and each bears the particular 
Governor General’s coat of arms on the reverse side.
